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Sweet Corn Stays Fresh 
Lenger Without Shank 


GAINESVILLE—A_ researcher 
with the Agricultural Experiment 
Stations has found that sweet 
corn on the cob—packed and ship- 
ped. without the- shank — stay 
fresh longer. ` 

Besides keeping the corn fresh- 
er, removal of the shank will re- 
duce shipping costs, resulting in 
savings to consumers. 

Horticulturist R. K. Showalter, 
with the AES Food Technology 
and Nutrition Department, Uni- 
versity of Florida, identifies the 
“shank” as the six inches or more 
rémaining on the stalk when the 
ear is»pulled. 

Studies were made at the Ever- 
glades-station, Belle Glade, in co- 
operation with sweet corn growers 
and shippers. 

Sweet cofn ears with a long 
shank dehydrated much sooner 
than those ‘with most of the shank 
rémoved, said Showalter. fe 

“This is probably due . to the 
utilization of moisture by the 
shank from the kernels”, he said, 
adding that “the shank, actually 
robs moisture ‘from the kernels to 
sustain itself.” 

This catises dented, unattractive 
kernels oh the ear of corn. 

Showalter fotind ‘that at 70 de- 
grees temperatiire, sweet corn with 
the long shark dehydrated and be- 
came dented in appearance within 
three days, while corn without the 
shank Was still not dented after 
five days.

In addition, „the horticulturist 
found there is some dehydration 
when the corn silks and “flags” 
are left on the ear. 

“Flags” are the portion of the 
corn husk which extends beyond 
the end of the ear. 

Sweet corn with one inch of 
shank left on the ear was observ- 
ed to dehydrate at a much slower 
rate than that with a long shank 
but at a much faster rate than 
corn without a shank, 

Since many packers now us? 
erates large enough to contain 
sweet corn ears with the long 
shank, Showalter thinks that by 
cutting off all but about. an‘ inch, 
shipping costs should decrease. 

No costs studies along these 

lines have yet been made and the 
AES doesn't know if.this is an im- 
portant factor. 
"Tt ia known that the wide crate 
requires additional space in ship- 
ping. . 

The significance of the scient- 


'ist’s findings is emphasized by the 


state’s sweet corn production—a 
$17 million crop during the 1961- 
62 season, with a record 8.4 million 
crates (averaging 42 pounds each) 
shipped.
